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REMARKS 

The claims have been rewritten to place them in condition for allowance 
based upon the Examiner's indication in the Final Office Action of May 19, 2004 that 
the subject matter of claims 59 and 60 was objected to and would be patentable if 
rewritten in independent form. 

Specifically, the subject matter of claim 59 has been rewritten into 
independent form and the dependency of claims 32, 33, 35, 47, 50, 51, 56 and 60 
has been changed to depend from claim 59. 

Claims 31, 36-40, 48, 53-55 and 57 has been cancelled without prejudice to 
the Applicants' right to proceed with the subject matter or related matter of these 
claims in a Continuation application. Accordingly, it is submitted that the case is in 
condition for allowance.
